HE Reverend Joseph Husslein, S.J., 

Dean of the School of Sociology 

at St. Louis University, when asked to 

give an interview on the subject of the 

| Federal Churthes’ Majority Report on 

Birth Control, expressed himself as 
' follows: 

“It is pitiful but, in the light of 
modern literature, not surprising,” he 
said, “to believing Protestants, Jews 
and Catholics alike to see a body of 
men and women striking their colors 
to paganism and weakly surrendering 
to a doctrine which, however popular 
it may be, is equally contrary to na- 
ture and Scripture. 

“It was particularly gratifying, 
therefore, to see the representative of 
the Y. W. C. A. not participating in 
this great betrayal, and to find the 
Lutherans as a body withholding their 
consent, as countless others of all 
creeds are doing. All freely acknow!- 
edge a ‘virtuous continence,’ as per- 
mitted within the marriage state, but 
not a frustration of the marriage act, 
intended by nature and by nature's 
God for the prime purpose of the pro- 
creation of offspring. 

“Contraceptive birth control is 
neither more nor less, as every rightly 
instructed Jew, Protestant and Catho- 
lic can not fail to know, than a refined 
Onanism, differing in absolutely no es- 
sential way from that act which in 
the Book of Genesis (xxxvili, 10) Al 
mighty God condemns as a ‘detestable 
thing.’ What the Scripture declares 
‘detestable’ now declared to be 
‘valid and moral.’ 

“T cannot, nor can anyone, consider 
this as an expression of Protestant- 
ism.

Bones Definitely Identified 


The bones were definitely identified 
as those of the martyred Earl. They 
were enclosed in a metal coffin en- 
eased in a wooden casket. The orig- 
inal inscription on the coffin, in Latin, 
giving the martyr’s name and a brief 


record of his life, was still deciphera- | 


ble, 

The bones were separated but 
wrapped in a silken shroud. This is 
explained by the fact that the body of 
the young nobleman remained in a 
grave at the Tower of London for 30 
years after his death. At the end of 
that time the Countess of Arundel, 
his widow, was permitted to move the 
relics. The silk cloth the investiga- 
tors found at the exhumation was the 
shroud the Countess used for her 
husband’s remains 300 years ago. 

One fact made clear by the inves- 
tigation is that Blessed Philip How- 
ard was not beheaded. One of the 
historians of the Tower of London, 
Bentley, declared that the martyr had 
been beheaded, and a legend grew up 
that the skull had been preserved sep- 
arately from the body and ornament- 
ed by precious stones. The investi- 
gators found the head in the coffin. 

Blessed Philip Howard, born in 
London on June 28, 1557, was the son 
of Thomas, fourth Duke of Norfolk, 
who was executed by Queen Elizabeth 
for his share in the plot to enthrone 
Mary Queen of Scots, and grandson 
of Henry, Earl of Surrey, the famous 
poet, who was put to death by order 
of Henry VIII.
